Secretary Meyer boarded the t i t flag­ 
ships, paying hi* respects first to (he 
commander-in-chief. R ear Admiral O*- 
terhaus, on the Connecticut; then to 
Rear Admiral* Badger, W ard, Howard 
and Flake, and lastly to Captain Ben­ 
son. in command of th e Utah, the 
dreadnought flagship of the sixth divi­ 
sion.

As he sprpoat hod each ship a bugle 
sounded “four ruffles,'' a signal for the 
bluejackett> to man the rails. All the 
officers, in full dress, assem bled aft on 
deck to receive the secretary, and a*

Assisted by Hear Admirals Wain 
wright, O re la n d , Potter and Fletcher, 
acting aa aides, Mr. Meyer and his 
guest* boarded the Mayflower. Wh*n 
he broke bis

flag and 
moved out into the stream the Con­ 
necticut. nearly a mile up the river, 
fired the first salute of the day. 
T he Mayflower theu steam ed up the 
river aud took a position not rar from 
the flagship. This was th e signal for 
the beginning of formalities, and soon 
Rear Admiral O sterhaus and the divi­ 
sion com m anders cam e aboard to pav 
their reaper t* 
A salute of thirteen gun* waa fired 
a* they went over the side, and Mr. 
Meyer then began his return calls, se t­ 
ting off in a swift barge to go from 
flagship to flagship. T he Mayflower in 
th e meantime steam ed to the upper 
end of the column to receive

M erer for hi* return trip south along 
the entire fleet.

May’s la n d in g , N. J., Nov. 2.—Two 
men dead I rom gunshot wound* and 
their companion seriously 
wounded 
all from Pleasantville, just across the 
meadows from Atlantic City, is the 
toil paid by hunter* after deer on Hie 
first day of the season. 
The dead men are Constant Steel 
man and John Yost, prom inent bttsi- 
lu ** men of Pleasantville, and the in 
lured man is William Jarvis, of the 
same place. 
Mistaking them for a deer in the 
gloom of the early dawn, a hunter 
fired at the three at W eymouth, si* 
miles from Mays (.anding. The man 
who made the tatai m istake is Charles 
NorcroH S. 
S tedm an, who was in the oil busi 
Dens, 
Yost, a furniture dealer, and 
Jarvis left Pleasantville at midnight 
with two friend* to bunt deer. Under 
the New' Jersey law the deer season 
opened Nov. I, and each hunter I* al­ 
lowed to kill only one a year 
H unt­ 
ing is perm itted only on W ednesdays 
iii November, consequently the woods 
were Ailed with sportsmen. 
The Pleasantville party spent the 
night in the woods uear Weymouth, 
sod about daybreak tb s hunters were 
walking down a road to take their 
•land*. 
W ithout warning a shot wa* 
fired from the heavy underbrush on 
the roadside, and Steelman, Yost and 
Jarvis fell. A m om ent later the man 
who fired the buckshot stepped into 
th*- road and wa* horrified when be 
discovered hi* mistake. 
The other two men in the hunting 
party, who escaped th e shot, secured 
a vehicle Dom a nearby farm house 
sud the wounded men were started fot 
Pleasantville. 
Before reaching there 
Steelman and Yo*t died. 
Both had 
been shot iii the back, and Jarvi* baa 
received some of the shot In the leg 
Hi* wounds were so serious th a t the 
surgeon* at the Atlantic City hospital 
had to am putate bis right leg. 
Charles Norcross, of Iona, wa* taken 
into custody by Sheriff E. L. Johnson 
and lodged In the county jail. Norcross 
it a trail looking young man about 
twenty-two year* of age. He seemed 
much affected. He was given a hear 
ing before Magistrate John Simms, of 
Minetoia. and held without bail for the 
coroner * Jury. 
The young man said he heard a 
noiae, *nd it being dark he thought It 
was a deer, He saw the object mov 
Ing in Hie road. and thinking It was * 
buck. took aim and fired. He did no* 
know it wa* hunters he hit, but still 
believed it a deer until he m u and, 
saw the men on the ground.
